The greyhound is the fastest 
runner among dogs. But it can’t run as fast as the Cheetah. It can run sixty 
kilometres in an hour: According to records, the Cheetah runs in an.hour sixteen 
kilometres faster than the African deer, called the Gazelle. It is the fastest runner 


seventy-two kilometres and eighty kilometres an hour. . 


Some birds have the highest speed among animals and birds. The golden 
eagle is regarded as the fastest flying bird. The common eagle is slower than the 
golden eagle. A trained eagle can cover one hundred and seventy-six kilometres 
an hour. But the golden eagle can fly even faster than that. It can fly about one 


hundred and ninety-three kilometres an hour. 


The speed of a falcon is much slower. A falcon can fly one hundred and 
four kilometres an hour. The partridge has an average speed of seventy-two 


kilometres an hour. The heron can fly as fast as the partridge. 


A pigeon can’t fly as fast as the heron. It can fly only about fifty-eight 


kilometres an hour. 


The speed of animals and birds depends not only on their movement of 
limbs, but also on their food. All speediest animals are good eaters. Food helps `

A Great Leader 


The following paragraph describes an incident in a 
classroom long time ago: 


The day is very hot. In the classroom the teacher 
shakes his hand-fan with all force, but finds no relief. 
The boys feel terribly thirsty. They go to the nearby 
well to get drinking water. Bhim cannot join them. He 
is not allowed to sit with other students of his class. He 
waits near the door for his only friend to bring water in 
a small earthen pot. That kind boy will then pour the 
water from above in the open mouth of Bhim. 

Here is another incident: Two teenagers, Bhim and his brother are seen standing 
helplessly on their way to Goregaon. They will have to go a long way to meet their 
father. It is noon. The two boys are very tired. So, they take a cart. The cart-driver 
comes to know that the passengers are ‘untouchables’. He throws away their luggage 
and makes them get down from the cart. He will not drive his cart with ‘untouchable’ 
passengers. 

Bhim, the poor boy, was then an ‘untouchable’. These are only two of the many 
insulting experiences Bhimrao Ramji Ambedkar had in his childhood and also in later 
life. Bhimrao’s first name was from his mother ‘Bhima’, and his second name was from 
his father Ramji Sankpal. 


Bhimrao was born on the 14th of April, 1891 in a tent of the Military Headquarters 
at Mhow in Central India. His family moved from place to place with each change of 
his father’s job. In Satara, he was first put into a school. 

Bhimrao received kind treatment too. A teacher lent his surname ‘Ambedkar’ to the 
boy to save him from the cruelties of the casteists. This teacher was a Brahmin by caste. 
From then on, Bhimrao was called Bhimrao Ramji Ambedkar. 

Ambedkar was a very intelligent student. The Maharaja of Baroda sent him abroad 
for higher studies. He did his M.A. from the University of Columbia in America, On 
his return, he took up teaching in a college. 

Ambedkar fought against the cruelties of casteism. He held meetings and organized 
~satyagrahas' and protested against untouchability. He wrote pamphlets and periodicals 
and distributed those among the people. He wanted equality and justice for the 
untouchables. With his band of followers he entered temples and used the water of 
protected ponds. 


Ambedkar felt the need for education and founded many educational institutions. 
As a member of the Governor’s Council, he did many things for the welfare of the 
backward people. 


Pandit Nehru admired Ambedkar for his knowledge of law. He made Ambedkar 
the first Law Minister in free India. Ambedkar took t 


he leading role in drafting the 
Constitution of India and was called the Father of the Indian Constitution. 
People fondly called him Babasaheb. All his life, Babasaheb Ambedkar fought 
against casteism or the wrong idea of division betwee 


n man and man. Religion, he 

thought, should be above all narrowness. He became a Buddhist in his later life. 
Babasaheb Ambedkar died on 6 December, 1956.
